Well, and let it be fo then—— And the 
Moral may fairly be turn’d upon the Enqui- 
rers, who have teaz’d me fo long upon the 
SubjeQ— How Scotland will behave Herfelf 
upon this Invafion ?-In Anfwer to which it 
will be needful to enter a little into the 
true State of Affairs there, as briefly as I 
or is true, that during the Parliaments 
fitting, in Scotland at the compleating the 
Sreaty of Union, there appeard violeas

Averfions im Abundance of People againft 
the Coalition with England. 

It would be endlefs to go about, in fo fhort 
a Paper as this, to give you a Particular, 
either of the Perfons oppofing ir, the Rea- 
fons why, or Manner how + and yet a brief 
Scheme of thofe Particulars will be the béft 
Way to anfwer the prefent Enquiry, and 
will naturally let you into the Reafon of the 
Suggeftions 3 and therefore take it briefly, 
thus. 

Four feveral Sorts of Perfons make up 
the People of Scostend, and of them we muft 
coniider, fuch as have always own’d their 
Averfion tothe Union. 


1. The Popifh Party in Stotland-—Ofthefe 
no Man could expe any other, than 
that they fhowld be again& the Union, 
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gs it was an effetual barring the Door 
for ever againft the Re'urn either of 
the Civil Authority ot « Aumifb Prince, 
or the Ecclefiaftical Auchority of the 
Roman Church And yet I muft 
do that Juftice to the Nobility and 
Gentry in scotland, who are Popifh, 
own and profefS themfelves fo, that 
they are not always the mott uneafie or 
unquiet People in Scotland, neither 
would they be the forwardeft to di- 
fruro the publick Peace. 

The Facobite Party in Scotland— Thefe 
are the profefs’d Enemics ot the Revo- 
Jution, as it declares the Succeffion in 
the Proteftant Line, and extinguifhes 
the Hopes of Reinftating the Ob): & of 
their Expe@ation, the Pretender, who 
they call Fames VIN. Thefe are in- 
deed open and declar’d Enemies to the 
Civil Government, Jong for a new Re- 
volution of Affairs ; and if the French 
can get Footing in Scotland, would im- 
mediately, if they ducft, jsyn them, 
and on all Occafions afhfi them, and we 
can expeét no other from them}; it is 
their Principle, and they may be honeft 
Men in the main, for they pretend to 
no other. 


. The Epifespal Party in Scotland—Thefe 


are againft the Union, asfit eftablifhes, 
by an irrevocable Law, the Presbyte. 
rian Charch Difcipline, and builds the 
Kirk up with all its Bt-Cereras of Do- 
&rine, Difcipling, Worthip and Go- 
vernment, upon the Ruin and Down- 
fall of Epifcopal Hierarchy Now 
tho’ it is toa true, generally {peaking, 
tbat all thefe are at the fame Time 
Facobites, yetas the profeis’d Averfion 
tothe Union, which they openly make, 
js alledg’d to be oa the Score of Epif- 
copacy, and not Facobiti/m , fo unlels 
thefe Men aé againft their true Jnte- 
reft, i¢ cannot be pofible, that they 
Can joyn with Popijh and French Power, 
fince they ought rather to acquietce in 
Proteftant Liberty, however they are 
fupprefs’d, thin Popifh Tyranpy, un- 
der which thev, as well as their Neigh- 
bours, muft inevitably perifh. 


4. The Presbyterians in Scotland—- Thefe 
are fuch as we call the governing Par- 
ty, or the Kirk of Scotland.__~T iefe 
Quat. Kirk, or Quat. Presb’ sian, have 
really made the Union, nox declured 
againftir; for the GOVERNMENT 
of Scotland has mede the UN'ON, 
and the Governmentis,in its Religious 
Capacity, Presbyterian. 


It is gwn’d now, that there are among 
the Presbyterians, Zoalous, 1 bad almoft faid 
Furious, Oppofers of the Union, and in- 
deed it was the Avertion of thee only that 
made the Conclu‘ion of it difficult, and che 
Oppontion to it djngerous; for tho” the 
three Parties men-ion’d above are confider- 
able and more numerous, than J wifh they 
were, yet were the whole Body of the Peo- 
ple of Scotland, who are truly and fincerc- 
ly forthe Revolution. Eftablifhmentr, for the 
prefent Government, and the National 
Kirk, as fincerely and faith‘ully for the Uni- 
on, I would anfwer for Scotland, with my 
Lite, that Eagland need not fend a Ship or 
a Soldier, to refift all that Fscocjtifm and 
French Power could do ia Scotlinds perhaps 
Arms, Ammunition and Money might be 
wanted to put them into Pofture, and into 
Condition to oppofe the Invader, and that 
muft be becaufe che whcle Nation hive now 
but one Exchequer 3 but for Men, the 
whole oppofite Intereft durft net look them 
in the Face. 

And this is the true Reafon, why J have 
been talking fo long in Allegories and Para- 
bles of French Inftrn&tors, French Speetacles, 
and the like 5 for thefe honeft People want 
nothing buca little of the common Itumi- 
nations, which fharp Experiments generally 
help usto: They are indeed averie to the 
Union, and they have both their Religions 
and Politick Reafons for it, neither are 
they backward to let us know them 3 
when all this isallow’d, pardon me, Gentle- 
men, for telling you, thefe Men will never 
do the French King’s Bufinefs, they may be 
ignorant, bot they mut be honeft; they 
cannot be for a French Invation, they can- 
not joyn with the Enemies of the ProteRaat 
Religion in general, to gratifie or promote 
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their private Intereft or their particular 
Share in that Religion. 

I have heart talk of fuch a Thing, as a 
Facobite Presbyterian, and in England we 
have had fome of that Heterodox Kind af 
Moniters — Bur give me leave to'tell 
You, that in Scotiand, whatever may be pre- 
tended, it’cannet b- true in Fuét, ahd Pll 
give you a De menttration otis 

The main Scruple, that aii thofe People, 
who call themf-lves Presbyterians, have on 
their Minds ageinft the Union, is, that it 
contravenes toe Covenant. Now icis im- 
poffible, that he, who reje&s a Union with 
a Proteftant Nation, meerly on Account of 
interfering with the National Obligation a- 
gainft Epifcopacy, can unite with Facobitifm, 
which is Popery both conftru€tive aud con- 
fequéntial, fince the National Covenant is 
much more exprefs, and the Union much 
more direét againft the one than againft the 
other. 

From this Claufe I lay down three Things, 
the two laft of which is a Confequerce of 
the firft, and both are natural Inferences 
from the Premifes above. 


1, Tt is impoffible for a Presbyterian in 
Scotland, whoacknowledges the Obfi- 
gation of the National Covenant, to 
joyn with a Popifh Succeffor, or unite 
with France, withouta manifeft dire@ 
Breach of the [aid National Covenant. 

2 {tisimpoflible, a Presbyterian in Score 
land, who acknowledges the Obliga- 
tion of the Nacianal Covenant, can 
Joy with the French Tivafion, and the 
Pretender they carry with them, with: 
out being perjur’d inthe plain genuine 
Sence, which they them(elves give of 
the Obligation of the Covenant. 

- The fame Reafons, which thofe Pref- 
byterians in Scotland give for their op- 
poling the Union, muft in their own 
Explication of them oblige them much 
more ftrongly, againftany Union with 
or joyning toa Popifh Pretender.
